As a result. Edward L. Doheny, 
the white haired possessor of many 
oil-wrung millions, walked out of 
court into the bright spring sun­ 
shine of this March day, legally ac­ 
quitted of the charge th a t he gave 
Albert B. Fall 3100.000 n 1921 to in­ 
fluence the cabinet of I leer to favor 
Doheny interests in the teasing of 
valuable naval oil reserves. 
“Not guilty" was the verdict of 
the Jury, unanimously and en the 
first ballot. 
Juries Differ On Bribe. 
Six months ago, in the same court 
room before the same Judge, with 
the same attorneys, and with the 
same evidence, another Jury found 
Albert B Fall 3100 OOO m 1921 to in­ 
cepted the same 8100.000 as a bribe. 
Fall was sentenced to a year in 
prison and fined another 8100,000. 
Such are the vagaries of juries. 
American 
jurisprudence 
probably 
offers no stranger paradox than the 
verdict of six months ago and the 
verdict of today. 
On th at October day, when 
his 
old friend Fall was convicted, sit­

HOME time ago I saw in some . 
1 mag some a two-page set of mo-I 
tion pie lure enlargements of my­ 
self hitting a full drive.

neath the page. the editor, as com-; 
mentator, called attention to th e. 
fact that in starting my downward 
stroke my body and hips had turned , 
quite perceptibly back toward the 
position of address beforetime club 
had appreciably altered it* position 
at the top.

He was a savage fighter 
who never doubted that he could 
beat down any man living 
Sullivan was Sullivan only three 
or four years, because of his reck­ 
less living. For many years after 
that he coasted along on Hie fear 
al his name. 
But little Charlie 
Mitchei didn t fear him, and fought 
him a draw, and Jim Corbett dkin't 
fear him, and in Sullivan's old age, 
though

blustered, Corbett whipped him. 
Flit Had Fighting Brains. 
Corbett had brains enough to re­ 
semble a champion. 
He made a 
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The grip Bobby Jones uses for 
swing of every good golfer. It Is 
hard for the naked eye to obaeerve 
the motion precisely. To the hu­ 
man observer, it always appears 
that the player 
in 
starting 
the 
down stroke gives a little forward 
hitch to his hips just as he begins 
to hit It is a very quick little mo­ 
tion which is very hard to analyze, 
but it is an essential part of the 
expert stroke. 
What happens is this: The play­ 
er reaches the normal top of his 
swing with his wrists not flexed 
nor cocked at the absolute maxi­ 
mum. Tills is plainly indicated in 
all posed photog rn pis, for in these 
only natural and comfortable posi­ 
tions are shown at rest. 
Because 
they are posed, the position is al­ 
ways one that the player ia able to 
maintain. It is rarely even similar 
to the posture in which he would 
find himself if the action could be 
instantly arrested and the golfer 
turned to atone. 


— HE remarks of the commenta­ 
tor. whose words I have para­ 
phrased above, might indicate to 
some that the club remained sta­ 
tionary because only the hips and 
not the arms and shoulders moved 
Actually this is not the case. I he 
hips, shoulders and arms all bepill 
t ie motion before the 
clubhead 
moves perceptibly, but this is so be­

boxers as good as Jim. And very 
few men anywhere as honest and 
thoroughly decent. 
Johnson intelligent? Well, yes and 
no. He was a very smart boxer, but 
outside the ring he was always in 
trouble—through trying to be smart 
and being a fool. 
Tommy Plenty Smart. 
Tommy Burns had brains enough. 
Weighing less than 175 pounds, he 
whipped the world's best heavy-

day—until he met 
Jack Johnson and lost. Promoter 
McIntosh says Burns weighed only

met the big negro. 
Willard was a first-class boxer. 
But he wasn't intelligent enough to 
stay in condition when he had the 
championship. That whipped him, 
as much as Dempsey's fists 
Jack Dempsey has as much in­ 
telligence as any fighter who ever 
held the title—intelligence to make 
hi® live like a Spartan athlete 
while working his way un. and 
while he was champion.

early closing events all through 
that circuit. 
Possibly a few colts will not race 
at Ottawa, Kan., the same week 
as Lincoln, and those young trot­ 
ters and pacers likely will appear 
at the Nebraska State fair. 
How many such colts will be 
named is of course only guess­ 
work, but we will not be surprised 
if the two-year-old classes receive 
only a few entries. Naturally, we 
hope the opposite will be true and 
that unknown conditions may bring 
about better lists of nominations 
than we believe possible. 
For a period of 15 years colt 
racing in Nebraska has been most 
notable and the high spot of many 
meetings rested with the events for 
young trotters and young pacers. 
To such an extent was that true 
that Nebraska was considered far 
in advance of other western states 
in the matter of colt racing. Alack 
and alas, the situation has so 
changed within the past year that 
indications now point to an absence 
of such events at future meetings 
in this state, aside from the State 
Fair.

Jaw O f Huge 
Elephant To 
Be Exhibited 


Remains of Prehistoric 
Denizen of Nebraska 
Are Mounted. 
The great Jaw of the shovel-tusk- 
er elephant, 
Amebelodon 
frlckt, 
which waa found by A. 3. Keith, 
farmer residing near Freedom In 
Frontier county, and secured on the 
Morrill hall geological expedition of 
1927, has been mounted and will be 
on exhibition the first of the week 
In Morrill hall. 
Discovery of the Jaw evidences 
that Nebraska was the homelsnd of 
some of the largest of prehistoric 
mammals. The snovel-tusker Jaw is 
nearly seven feet long, and as far 
as known. Is the most massive and 
largest lower jaw of any land mam­ 
mal known. 
The Nebraska speci­ 
men is the only one of Its kind, ac­ 
cording to Dr. E. H. Barbour, cura­ 
tor of the museum. 
The specimen is essentially per­ 
fect. Tile tusks have the whiteness 
and density, aa well as the decus­ 
sating lines of Ivory. The bones 
are whitish and firm and the molars 
are almost unblemished. 
One rib 
and a toe bone also were found at 
the ancient burial spot of the pre­ 
historic mastodon. 
The broad flat tusks and the 
manner In which they were worn 
suggest the adaption of the ele­ 
phant for shoveling soft earth, sand 
and mud. It la thought that th# 
tusks were used to nuzzle about In 
swamp* an pdools to uproot aquatic 
vegetation,

81nce th# excavation of the Jaw 
three year* ago. It ha* not been 
shown In the Morrill collection. The 
Jaw was broken, had to be mended 
and hardened fftr display puigjoses 
This work has been done by Philip 
Orc and Miss Carrie Barbour, Hen­ 
ry Retder mounted the Jaw for dis­ 
play purpose*.

It is the 
ability to always be big and under­ 
standing that needs the moat at­ 
tention. It is usually the small 
things that are meet irritating. I 
shall never forget a psychology in­ 
structor I once had who was a per­ 
fect example of fatherhood 
I oft­ 
en wondered when seeing him out 
of school how he could be so pa­ 
tient with his two little sons. The 
only answer must be that he under­ 
stood children so well and had de­ 
veloped a keen sense of under­ 
standing. 
That word understand­ 
ing is most Inclusive, it can answer 
a great many questions and solve 
hundreds of problems. Yet it all 
comes in through the process of 
character education. 
Character Built On Effort. 
“How much to be envied is the 
person who has attained some great 
goal yet has that common touch 
that makes everyone love him. I 
once knew a man personally, who 
greatest theologians 
of his time. He was vice president 
of a theological seminary in Chica­ 
go and bad written several books, 
traveled abroad extensively and was 
financially very well off. Yet when 
he died last February he left friends 
who were rich and who were poor, 
young and old. His personality was 
so magnificent that wherever he 
went a ray of sunshine seemed to 
be. 
His character was so strong. 
so finely developed that he became 
outstanding and beloved. 
"Of course these things cannot be 
accomplished without effort. There 
will always be problems, failures, 
and discouragements, but there will 
be none too great for us to over­ 
come. The traits of honesty of 
courtesy, of obedience, are all step­ 
ping stones toward strong whole­ 
some characters. These are all es­ 
sential if we are to make any con­ 
tribution to our age. 
"I believe the responsibility of a 
teacher is the most dynamic thing 
about her profession. This is par­ 
ticularly true of one who teaches 
In the grades. Her kindness, her 
considerations or the reverse, are 
carried over to the pupils. This is 
I particularly true in the grades, 
j where her worship is so prevalent. 
It is In the grades that the child 
will first begin to aho* signs of 
character building. His mind and 
. ideas are flexible and may be in- 
j fluenced for good or bad. A person 
I of strong, beautiful character can 
j do much In starting the child on the 
i correct road. 
Home Ideals A Factor. 
; 
"Of course, the home environment 
! has much to do with the child’s 
I character and quite naturally as the 
i home ideals become lower It will be 
i more and more difficult to make I 
standards outside the home higher. 
; The development of culture will aid 
greatly, the appreciation of music 
and art cannot help but make us 
j feel bigger and better. 
Apprecia- 
I tion of nature will bring us nearer 
nature's God and cause us to feel 
i and think greater things. 
“Practical education is of course 
necessary and indeed it is a .sort 
of companion-cell to character edu­ 
cation. The two go hand in hand, 
the one without the other is incom- 
i plate and unbalanced. The two to- 
: gether result in a life of service, 
J progress and almost without excep­ 
tion, a life of happiness.”

operation of the co-operative sell­ 
ing of grain under the provision of 
the federal farm marketing act. 
The plan gives the farmer who 
belongs under his local co-opera­ 
tive, three options for the market­ 
ing of his grain. They are as fol­ 
lows: 
"First, he may have his grain 
sold for cash at the market price 
in the day of delivery. 
“Second, he may deliver his grain 
for storage and sell later at any 
lime he may choose during the 
marketing season, or 
“Third, he may deliver his wheat 
to the seasonable pool, take an 
initial advance at time of delivery 
with later payments from time to 
time throughout the year until the 
pool Is sold out, at which time set­ 
tlement in full will be made. If the 
farmer wishes to get the advantage 
of the present loan value for wheat 
he will use the second plan, sign­ 
ing a grower's marketing agree­ 
ment, which may be obtained from

“It In th? amount 
and distribution of the rainfall, in 
other words the humidity, that de­ 
termines the local climate rather 
than the temperature, which la re­ 
marks bl y uniform. 
The tempera­ 
ture is highest in March and April 
<80 to SA degrees) and lowest in 
September <78 to 80.) 
Rainfall Far From Uniform. 
“One leaves the realm of unifor­ 
mity, 
however, 
when 
discussing 
Nigerian rainfall. During the bar- 
mattan or dry season including a 
part of December and continuing 
into 
February—dry, 
dust 
laden 
winds blow in from the northeast 
bringing suspended material off the 
Sahara. 
The latter hangs in the 
air with a lead-murky hue, giving 
the sun an unpleasant and dull as­ 
pect. There is a tremendous range 
in humidity at this time of the 
year, which proves very Irving to 
Europeans, 
particularly 
in 
the 
north, where the skin becomes dry 
and chapped, lips crack and the 
throat seems continuously parched. 
“In March and April a very hot 
spell starts, when many of the in­ 
habitants develop 
prickly heat.’ 
The rainy season then starts and 
, carries on to a climax in July. 
There Is a sudden respite for a 
month and another siege of wet 
weather then occues in September 
and October, gradually giving way 
in November to the harmattan, 
which sts in in December. 
Natives Ignore Rain. 
“During the wet season it rains 
upon the least provocation. It has 
rained 13 inches and a half during 
the night within seven miles of us. 
but I was quite content to remain 
and observe the 7 Inches we were 
allotted. 
On several occasions we 
received 3 inches within the course 
of an hour. The street gutters in 
Lagos look Uke an elaborate system 
of irrigation ditches, because of the 
amounts of water thev are called 
upon to drain, especially slaw the 
highest spot in the city is only ii 
feet above sea level. 
“It is remarkable, however, that 
the natives seem quite undisturbed 
about Ain. except during the worst 
(of the electric storms 
They go 
about their usual business with 
little thought for the saturation of 
the one or two pieces of clothing 
they are wearing." 
. 
Natives Still Primitive. 
Behind a slight veneer of the 
white man’s civilization there I* still 
lurking the pagan black man of tne 
jungles, the bush and the mangrove 
swamps. 
This Philip found to be 
true although his contacts were with 
the better class of natives who are 
friendly and peaceable. 
There are a la w number of tribes 
in Nigeria, each with a separate 
language and possessing 
its own 
de motive characteristics. 
These 
tribes include the Yorubas 
who 
have attained a considerable degree 
of civilization: the Arcs. who posses 
an oracle of Ju-Ju 
of 
reputedly 
great power; the Ka usa or traders 
who are of mixed blood as the re­ 
sult of invasions bv Arabized peo­ 
ple; the Munshi. that attack strang­ 
lers with poisoned arrows; and the 
Yoraghums. a race that practice* 
cannibalism. 
„ 
The Munshi and Yoraghums are 
far in the interior and seldom en­ 
countered bv other tribes or by 
white men. The natives found near 
Yagos. where Philip was located, 


I were most Iv the Yorubas. They are 
distinguished above the other races 
for their generally peaceful disposi­ 
tions. industry, friendliness, courtesy 
and hospitality. 
Speak Pidgin English. 
“Pidgin English is the universal 
means of communication with the 
white masters.” Philip relates. “It I* 
going to be difficult 
for me to 
amputate some of these phrases that 
have become almost second nature 
in local conversations. Some of the 
phrases are so expressive and terse 
such as leff em’ wpm one wants 
quick restraint, or ‘y<*u be smart boy, 
savvv too much lo* book’ meaning 
‘you are a very

scout and 
seem to know what the score is

“All natives carry aa much as 
possible on their heads, rather than 
use their hands for any distance." 
declares Philip. "Where a peacock- 
hued cao (unsaleable anywliter else 
in the world* has become super­ 
fluous cargo with the acquisition of 
a tall basket 
of ‘chon' 
during a 
taunt often of mile* back into the 
bush from the village market, it will 
usually be seen perched at the peak 
of the load on the owner’s head as 
he trudges along a bush path, al­ 
though his hands are empty. 
"I have seen a native laborer on 
the compound unload 
an 
empty 
wheel barrow' from a lorry, struggle 
until he has it perched safely on 
hts head and then pack It a few 
hundred yards to the work shop.: 
It is simply less qnwleldy to him to 
have It on his head than to liave to 
balance it at the same time he 
piiahes it in front on the ground- 
An extreme example is the native I 
who wa* sent to the postoffice for a 
few stamps and came back with the I 
stamps, balanced on his head under 
a brick to keep them in place. 
"The 
native 
housewife 
often 
carries a prodigious load on lier 
head from long distances in the 
bush to trade on the native mar­ 
kets 
And usually there Is a small 
Piccin' wrapped in a cloth and 
slung astraddle of her back, with 
head flopping abow the band of 
cloth at each step, fast asleep. To 
all talent* and purposes he is an 
inanimate limber object. 
Practice Ju-Ju Doctrine*. 
‘‘The percentage of death* among 
the native infants at birth ts sp­ 
urning owing to unsanitary condi­ 
tions. Ju-Ju doctrines unposed by 
tile Ju-Ju men 
and 
ridicule 
by 
others in the tribe if the mother is 
attended by a white doctor. 
"The tremendous majority of the 
population remains pagan, worships 
natural ixiwers embodied in mater­ 
ial objects or fetishism, and pro­ 
pitiates the spirit* of the dead or 
spell* of the living. 
The in sist­ 
ence of these beliefs is remarkable 
even among the natives of some 
education and wi h all their con­ 
tacts with missionaries. 
"The smallpox Ju-Ju is a cult 
even today and we run across the 
signs and symbols on the walls of 
native domiciles 
which 
we visit 
during our mosquito investigations. 
It is siniost incredible 
that the 
priests of this cult keep an insid­ 
ious epidemic of smallpox alive In 
a community 
for 
their personal 
aggrandisement. 
Natives Lear ‘Spells." 
Other equally pagan practices 
ar*' as much alive today a* they 
ever were. Thev are indulged under 
cover at the present time in a 
manner calculated to prevent the 
authorities 
coping 
with 
them. 
Strange natives in a district are

ttcuiarly subject to ‘spells’ and 
Jus’ by the local inhabitants, 
and their terror of travel among 
peoples to whom they are strange 
at night is very apparent, especial­ 
ly i» this noticeable in the part of 
our steward boys traveling in the 
field with ug.

Not because it lacks in potential 
purchasing power. The boy a t the 
soda fountain or the youth with the 
crank and the hose would probably 
raise doubtful brows, but Its num­ 
ismatic value might buy an entire 
drug store or filling station. 
The Spanish piece, slightly larger 
than a quarter of a dollar, bears on 
one side, about a coat of arms, the 
words. "HI8PAN ETIND RE" and 
"2R P R.” This side Is rather badly 
marred by handling, and portions of 
the design and the lettering are en­ 
tirely gone. 
On the opposite face of the erin 
ta the head of an emperor, with the 
engraving of the features Illegible 
from wear. and the words. "CAR­

The piece Is dated 1791. One side 
bears a special little mark which Is 
said to denote the authenticity of 
the erin.

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SUPREME COURT 
APPOINTMENTS. 


Judicial ability, catline ss it doss for knowledge of 
the law. wide experience, snd deep-seated instincts of 
human Harts Diam, extends beyond geographical bor­ 
ders. Much of the discussion and speculation which 
preceded announcement of the Appointment of Cir­ 
cuit Judge John J. Parker of North Carolina centered 
upon the fact that President Hoover desired to give 
representation to the Old South in the membership 
of the Supreme court of the United States. 
With Judge Parker’s selection for the vacancy aris­ 
ing from the sudden death of Justice Sanford, the dis­ 
tribution of supreme court representation among the 
various states ii aa follows: 
New York— 2 members. 
Massachusetts—2 members. 
Utah—I member. 
• 
Minnesota—I member. 
Tennessee—I member. 
' 
North Carolina—I member. 
Wyoming—I member. 
In other words, unless Justice Pierce Butler, of Min­ 
nesota, appointed by former President Coolidge, is 
credited to the Central West, all of that region which 
lies between the Alleghenies and the Rockies is with­ 
out a voice in the supreme law tribunal of the United 
states, Minnesota is preponderate^ a farm state, to 
be sure, but her agriculture is essentially different 
than that which is found in Iowa. Nebraska, Kansas. 
Illinois. Indiana, or Missouri. Her population, and to 
a lesser degree its political philosophy la distinctive 
from other states of tn t farm belt. 
Minnesota has 
important mineral resources, and the lakes which dot 
her woods furnish another source of wealth in the 
huge tourist trade which flocks to the northern re­ 
sorts in the hot summer months. 
Likewise Wyoming snd Utah agriculture could hard­ 
ly be classed as symbolical of the Corn Belt. Until 
Judge Sanford’s death. Tennessee, lf it is to be count­ 
ed as a southern state, had two members of th# Unit­ 
ed States supreme court. New York likewise has two, 
and Massachusetts two. Two-thirds of the member­ 
ship of the bench, then wa* contributed by three 
states, 
« « * 
Judge Parker is recognised as an able, competent 
Jurist, and his selection for the supreme bench will 
be confirmed without a struggle if news dispatches 
from Washington are correct. He is a young man— 
the youngest ever to be chosen for the supreme court 
—and he is classed neither as a conservative nor a lib­ 
eral. He has compiled an exceedingly brilliant- record 
since hi* appointment to the circuit court of appeals 
by Mr. Coolidge. Mr. Hoover’s choice, it is indicated, 
was in recognition of splendid service upon the bench 
and likewise in acknowledgement of the fact that 
North Carolina waa one of the four states of the Old 
South to break from Its traditional democratic moor­ 
ing in the election of 182$. 
The fact that Judge Parker bad the endorsement of 
both Senator Overman and Senator Simmons, demo­ 
crats. indicates he is held in a position of high re­ 
gard and esteem in that state. 
What la taking place, however, is a general reshap­ 
ing of the supreme court of the United States. 
In 
this the Central West U entitled to a voice. What

EDISON REPAYS $7,000 OOO. 
One phase of Thomas Edison’s life hoe always been 
hidden from the public. That is the question of his 
wealth. Today not one out of a thousand knows 
whether Edison has grown immensely rich as a result 
of his great contributions to science. The press may 
speak of Ford* millions, or the vast holdings of An­ 
drew Mellon, the Rockefellers. Oeorge Baker, and 
other 
multi-millionaires but there is never a hint 
about Edison'! financial accomplishments. That, no 
doubt, is in deference to Mr. Edison's desires. He la 
a modest and retiring man but more than that it has 
always appeared that Im waa more interested in UM 
scientific side of Invention that the material gains 
which might come from it. 
And yet Thomas Edison performed one of the most 
remarkable acts placed to the credit of any Ameri­ 
can business man. 
He voluntarily returned $7,000.- 
000 to men he had interested in one of his enterprises 
which did not turn out to be successful financially, 
TTM story has only recently come to light although 
the Incident Itself took place many years ago. 
In 1807 Mr. Edison became convinced greet deposits 
of iron ore were to be found between Hamburg and 
Sparta in New Jersey. He Interested some wealthy 
New York business men in his idea. and 
received 
backing from them to the extent of $7,000,000. 
Be­ 
fore Edison could get his company to operating, the 
iron ore beds in the vicinity of Lake Superior were 
discovered, and their richness and accessibility doomed 
Edison's project to failure. He called his associates 
iii and made this statement to them: 
"Gentlemen I am sorry you art going to lose all of 
your money. Any of you or all of you who wish to 
send me your stock with a statement of its con to 
you plus 6 per cent added for the time you have held 
it, will receive a check for that amount.” 
It was an unheard of proposal in those days but 
it was eagerly accepted, and Mr. Edison used practic­ 
ally his entire fortune in paying the man. 
A short 
time later Mr. Edison went to a bank to borrow IS,- 
OOO and was refused the loan on his note. 
Pernaps no other act in Mr. Edison's life more elo­ 
quently testifies to the character of the man than 
this. 
The $7,000,000 then Involved a much greater 
sacrifice than $30,000,000 would today. 


DOHENY GOES FREE. 
Mr. Doheny stands acquitted on a charge of havtng 
attempted to bribe a former cabinet officer. The 
later, former Secretary of the Interior, A. B. Fall, 
stands convicted of having accepted a bribe of Mr. 
Doheny in connection with the leasing of the Elk 
Hills oil reserve. 
* 
Of course the two verdicts cannot be reconciled. 
But two Juries heard the evidence in the cases, snd 
each In Its own wisdom ca m e'to IU own conclusion. 
The Judgment of each Jury la final, unless the co u n 
of appeals, passing upon a motion by counsel for Mr. 
Fall, decides th at there was reversible error In the 
trial of the former cabinet officer. 
It has been years ainee a ease arose which brings 
out the vagaries of Justice as atUlned under the 
Jury system more vividly. If Mr. Fall was guilty of 
accepting a bribe, it would seem logical to conclude 
that someone had participated in it in addition to the 
ex-secreUry of the interior. 
Where did the bribe 
come from which Mr. Fall pocketed? If it 
was a 
gift. It wasn’t a bribe and the most which could be 
said is that Mr. Fall displayed darn poor judgment in 
accepting it under the circumstance* 
lf it was a 
loan, it wasn’t a bribe and while the pubtto might 
question Air. Doheny’s wisdom in making it and Mr. 
Fall’s lack of appreciation of his position in accepting 
! It, there waa no statute covering such a transaction, 
and no criminal liability atuchlng to it. Placing the 


j two verdlcU side by side, the public must content it­ 
self with the reflection that what Mr. Doheny intend­ 
ed to be a loan must have donned the clothes of a 
blibe after it reached Mr. FaU. 
After all the public is not greatly concerned in the 
outcome.

THE WALNUT LOG CROP. 
Farmers of Pawnee county have within the last six 
months realised no 1cm than $20,000 from the sale of 
walnut logs, which required positively no effort to 
produce. But this is not all. for the sale of walnut 
has been going on for years and hundreds of thous­ 
ands of dollars have gone into the pockets ot land 
owner*, not only in Pawnee county, but of those all 
over southeastern Nebraska. 
In view of these facta It is a matter for wonder that 
steps have not been taken to renew this very profit­ 
able Clop. The walnut grows readily in Nebraska and 
after it is once fairly started require* no care what­ 
ever. To be sure, one must wait a great many years 
for a return, but the investment is nothing and the 
eventual return is highly gratifying. 
Walnut, which waa in an earlier day to be found 
in great quantities all over the east and south, is now 
virtually extinct, which accounts for the high price 
which it brings. This condition prevails because peo­ 
ple have treated the timber as a mine rather tnan as 
a crop. 
And at present it is a veritable gold mine 
to those fortunate enough to have tref* on their land. 
But it is a mine which can be made an inexhaustible 
one if people will but look ahead. 
Walnut* planted now can be made to yield a big 
return in the course of a generation, and no land 
owner can add more appreciably to hts estate than by 
planting these trees. Ground which can be utilised 
for no other purpose can be planted to walnut which, 
while providing grateful shade and enhancing the 
beauty of the landscape, will be growing into dollars 
at a rat# which few other crops can equal. 
Nebraska has never been considered a timber state, 
but it has been demonstrated that almost any kind 
of tree can be grown here, and within the past few 
years more have been planted than ever before. Few 
of these have been walnuts, however, and though all 
have their usefulness, It would seem that some atten­ 
tion should be given to the commercial aspect. Wal­ 
nuts produce real money, and their value in this re­ 
spect is bound to increase as the years go by. In ad­ 
dition to this, the fruit is 
appreciated 
by almost 
everyone and the attractiveness of the tree itself is 
fully as great as that of most other varieties. 
There should be a walnut log crop coming on in 
Nebraska every ‘year. Nothing more profitable could 
be planted. 


were told not to do anything that might lead to 
riots,” the dispatch stated. Manila police character­ 
ized the affair as a brawl.

The dispatch makes interesting reading to Lincoln 
men who served on the Islands with Co. D, of the old 
First Nebraska Volunteer Infantry, in the Spanish 
wm, and to other Nebraskans in that regiment.

The Filipinos, always bested 
In the melees, complained to army headquarters, of 
"mistreatment and abuses.” 
Then, as now, an order was issued. As in the pres­ 
ent case, it directed that the troops must not resent 
indignities. 
Immediately conditions became worse. 
Natives shoved the soldiers from the walks. They 
spat in their faces, and the soldiers were expected not 
to "retaliate,” or "do anything that might lead’ to 
trouble.” 
There came a time, however, when the soldier and 
sailor struck out on his own, even though his actions 
meant Insubordination. 
Natives began nursing sore 
jaws, and the soldiers and sailors sore fists. 
Com­ 
plaints piled up at headquarter*, but locating the 
guilty was like hunting a needle in a haystack. The 
authorities were helpless. Nothing could be done. Re­ 
alizing the truth of conditions, some officers did not 
try to find the culprits. Coming to know this a new 
order prevailed within a fortnight. The trouble ended. 
If the policy Inaugurated after the Sunday affray 
is maintained, history is very likely to repeat itself. 
The bluejackets should not be allowed to start a row, 
but wrhen attacked they should be permitted to de­ 
fend themselves. Actual experience has shown any­ 
thing short of this lowers Americans in the estimation 
of the Malay wherever he is found, and increases 
the probability of added indignities.

The Origin af Billiard.

"bliaaard.” aa applied to a blinding 
snowstorm. 
The Brainerd Tribune 
claims that the word waa coined by 
M. C. Russell, founder of that paper, 
back in the ’70s.” 
It is quite possible that Mr. Rus­ 
sel! introduced the word in the 
Northwest 
rn 
Ila 
now 
accepted 
sense, but "bUanard” itself ta an 
I ancient word, and many years ago 
waa applied in England to severe 
storms. So th* authorities say. Aa 
a provincialism, it had no dictionary 
standing. 
But it moved across the 
ocean and was used in this country 
in various tense. 
‘‘Blizzard'' biased suddenly into 
common urn after the great winter 
storm of IMI. which caused much 
suffering in newer regions of the 
Northwest There ta ample evidence 
that the word itself ta centuries 
older. From the Anglo-Saxon blae- 
san, meaning a blow, came the dia­ 
lect word* "bleeaer,” "burner,” and 
finally "bUsnrd.” 
The Standard Dictionary quotes a 
New York Tribune article of July 
19. IMI. saying: 
I notice with some surprise that 
ainee our great recent blizzard, the 
old English word which describes so 
picturesquely our English snow blast 
. . . ta spoken of by some of our 
journalists aa an ‘‘Americanism'’ 
. . . while, so far from IU being 
American in origin. It was not until 
the last thirty years, according to 
Bartlett and other American jrfiil- 
ologists, that it was ever heard in 
the eastern state*, and in the wes­ 
tern a blizzard meant a knock-down 
blow from a snow blast. 
The word waa used in this wes­ 
tern sense by David Crockett in his 
"Tour Down East.” It had another 
meaning 
in 
the 
eastern 
states, 
where ta was used for a "general 
discharge of guns, a rattling voUey,” 
according to the Century Dictionary. 
So it was used in the Civil War, 
both colloquially and in writing* 
afterward. Th# New York Evening 
Post in 1887 said the word had been 
used in that sense among hunter* 
on the Atlantic Coast for “at least 
forty years." 
It remained tor the Northwest to 
stamp the word with a universal 
significance, based on the old Eng­ 
lish meaning. It ta a fine type of 
onomatapoeia, which is a highbrow 
classification for words formed to 
express their meanings by their 
sounds. It might have been coined 
by a hapless wayfarer, struggling in 
the teeth of a blinding snow gale. 
Yet the roots of the word, undoubt­ 
edly. to back to the language of 
Caedmon and the Venerable Bede. 
Its lineage ta somewhat obscure, but 
ta easily traced. 
It remained for the Northwest to 
give "bliaaard” a new standing and 
a place in dictionaries 
Perhape 
Mr. Russell, the Brainerd editor, 
rediscovered the old word and gave 
it a start toward its present general 
currency.

When conditions are right this 
tail can be seen at midnight. The 
moon will prevent it being teen. 
The bands of light arise from op­ 
posite pointe on tho horizon and 
join at zenith where the light is 
brightest and the band la narrow­ 
est. This light has been called 
gegenshein. Its existence has been 
continuously observed, but there 
has been no satisfactory explana­ 
tion of the cause of it previous to 
the presentation of Dr. Hurlburt's 
paper.

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SUPREME COURT 
APPOINTMENTS. 
Judicial ability, collin* aa It does for knowledge of 
the law. wide experience, and deep-seated Instinct* of 
humanitarianism, extends beyond geographical bor­ 
ders. Much of the discussion and speculation which 
preceded announcement of the appointment of Cir­ 
cuit Judge John J. Parker of North Carolina centered 
upon the fact that President Hoover desired to give 
representation to the Old South in the membership 
of the Supreme court of the United States. 
With Judge Parker’s selection for the vacancy aris­ 
ing from the sudden death of Justice Sanford, the dis­ 
tribution of supreme court representation among the 
various states la aa follows: 
New York— 3 members. 
Massachusetts—2 members. 
Utah—I member. 
« 
Minnesota—I member, 
Tennessee—I member. 
* 
North Carolina—I member. 
Wyoming—I member. 
In other words, unless Justice Pierce Butler, of Min­ 
nesota, appointed by former President Coolidge, is 
credited to the Central West, all of that region which 
lies between the Alleghenies and the Rockies is with­ 
out a voice in the supreme law tribunal of the United 
States. Minnesota is preponderate^ a farm state, to 
be sure, but her agriculture is essentially different 
than that which is found in Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas. 
Illinois, Indiana, or Missouri. Her population, and to 
a lesser degree its political philosophy Is distinctive 
from other states of tnt farm belt. Minnesota has 
important mineral resources, and the lakes which dot 
her woods furnish another source of wealth in the 
huge tourist trade which flocks to the northern re­ 
sorts in the hot summer months. 
Likewise Wyoming and Utah agriculture could hard­ 
ly be classed as symbolical of the Corn Belt. Until 
Judge Sanford's death. Tennessee. If It la to be count­ 
ed as a southern state, had two members of the Unit­ 
ed States supreme court, New York likewise has two, 
and Massachusetts two. Two-thirds of the member­ 
ship of the bench, then was contributed by three 
states. 
O 
I I 
Judge Parker la recognised as an able, competent 
jurist, and his selection for the supreme bench will 
be confirmed without a struggle if new* dispatches 
from Washington are correct. He ii a young man­ 
ure youngest ever to be chosen for the supreme court 
—and he is classed neither as a conservative nor a lib­ 
eral. He has compiled an exceedingly brilliant record 
since his appointment to the circuit court of appeals 
by Mr. Coolidge. Mr. Hoover's choice, it la indicated, 
was in recognition of splendid service upon the bench 
and likewise ta acknowledgement of the fact that 
North Carolina was one of the four aute* of the Old 
South to break from its traditional democratic moor­ 
ing in the election of IMS. 
The fact that Judge Parker had the endorsement of 
both Senator Overman and Senator 81mmons, demo­ 
crats. Indicates he is held in a position of high re­ 
gard and esteem In that state. 
What is taking place, nowever, is a general reshap­ 
ing of the supreme court of the United States. In 
this the Central West is anUtled to a voice. What 
disappointment may be expressed in this region over 
the appointment of Judge Parker arises from the fact 
that the Corn Belt had a splendid prospect for the 
vacancy in Judge Kenyon, likewise a member of the 
circuit court of appeals. As a former member of the 
United States senate, and as a Judge of circuit court, 
Mr. Kenyon has established a reputation throughout 
th# country. It was Judge Kenyon who wrote the 
opinion in the Teapot Dome lltlgaUon. which upset 
the finding in the trial court, and ordered the oil 
lease cancelled. 
In the next three years it Is probable there will be 
other appointments to be made for the supreme court. 
Three of the members of the court will shortly reach 
the age of retirement: Justice Holmes has long parsed 
that age. By the time that Mr. Hoover completes hU 
term of office It is probable that a new supreme court 
will have been completed. 


EDISON REPAYS J7.OOO.OOO. 
One phase of Thomas Edison's lift has always been 
hidden from the public. That is the question of his 
wealth. Today not one out of a thousand knows 
whether Edison has grown immensely rich as a result 
of his great contributions to science. The press may 
speak of Ford's millions, or the vast holdings of An­ 
drew Mellon, the Rockefellers. George Baker, and 
other multi-millionaires but there la never a hint 
about Edison's financial accomplishments. That, no 
doubt, is in deference to Mr. Edison's dent rte. He is 
a modest end retiring man but more than that It haa 
; always appeared that he was more interested in the 
scientific side of invention that the material gains 
which might come from It. 
And yet Thomas Edison performed one of the most 
remarkable acts placed to the credit of any Ameri­ 
can business man. 
He voluntarily returned $7,000,- 
000 to men he had interested in one of his enterprises 
which did not tuns out to be successful financially. 
The story has only recently come to light although 
the incident itself took place many years ago. 
In I$97 Mr. Edison becalm convinced great deposits 
of iron ore were to be found between Hamburg and 
Sparta In New Jersey. He Interested some wealthy 
New York business men in his Idea, and received 
backing from them to the extent of $7,000,000. Be­ 
fore Edison could get his company to operating, the 
iron ore beds in the vicinity of Lake Superior were 
discovered, and their richness and accessibility doomed 
Edison's project to failure. He called his associates 
in and made this statement to them: 
"Gentlemen I am sorry you ars going to loss all of 
your money. Any of you or all of you who wish to 
send me your stock with a statement of its cost to 
you pius 6 per cent added for the time you have held 
It, will receive a check for that amount." 
It WM an unheard of proposal in those days but 
It was eagerly accepted, and Mr. Edison used practic­ 
ally his enure fortune in paying the men. A short 
time later Mr. Edison went to a bank to borrow $),- 
OOO and w m refused the loan on his note. 
Perhaps no other act in Mr. Edison’s life more elo­ 
quently testifies to the character of the man than 
this. 
The $7,000,000 then involved a much greater 
sacrifice than $20,000,000 would today. 


DOHENY GOES FRIE. 
Mr. Doheny stands acquitted on a charge of having 
attempted to bribe a former cabinet officer. The 
later, former Secretary of the Interior, A. B. Fall. 
stands convicted of having accepted a bribe of Mr. 
Doheny in connection with the leasing of the Elk 
Hills oil reserve. 
Of courts the two verdicts cannot be reconciled. 
But two Juries heard the evidence in the cases, and 
each in Its own wisdom came "to Its own conclusion. 
The judgment of each jury Is final, unless the court 
of appeals, passing upon a motion by counsel for Mr. 
Pall, decides that there w m reversible error in the 
trial of the former cabinet officer. 
It has been years time a case a rote which brings 
out tbs vagaries of Justice m attained under the 
Jury system more vividly. If Mr. Fall was guilty of 
accepting a bribe, it would seem logical to conclude 
that someone had participated in it in addition to the 
ex-secretary of the Interior. 
Where did the bribe 
come from which Mr. Fall pocketed? If It 
was a 
gift, it wasn't a bribe and the most which could be 
•aid is that Mr. Fall displayed darn poor judgment In 
accepting It under the circumstances. If it w m a 
loan, it wasn't a bribe and while the public might 
question Mr. Doheny’s wisdom in making it and Mr. 
Pall's lack of appreciation of his position in accepting 
it, there was no statute covering such a transaction. 
and no criminal liability attaching to it. Placing the 
two verdicts side by side, the public must content it­ 
self with the reflection that what Mr. Doheny intend­ 
ed to be a loan must have donned the clothes of a 
bribe after it reached Mr. Fall. 
After all the public Is not greatly concerned in tho 
outcome. The oil leases have been invalidated. The 
oil lands have been returned to the public. Mr. Fall 
has been driven out of office, and it is certain the 
transaction will not bs repasted for many years to 
come. Mr. Doheny and Mr. Fall have both suffered 
a great deal over the distressing incident, and both of 
them are old men. They have had experiences while 
Ufo is drawing to a close which win never be erased 
from their memory. 


THE WALNUT LOG CROP. 
Farmers of Pawnee county have within the last six 
months realised no less than $30,000 from the sale of 
walnut logs, which required positively no effort to 
produce. But this Is not ail, for the sale of walnut 
has been going on for years and hundreds of thous­ 
ands of dollars have gone into the pockets of land 
owners, not only in Pawnee county, but of those all 
over southeastern Nebraska. 
In view of these facta it is a matter for wonder that 
steps have not been taken to renew this very profit­ 
able clop. The walnut grows readily in Nebraska and 
after it is once fairly started requires no care what­ 
ever. To be sure, one must wait a great mn ny years 
for a return, but the Investment is nothing and the 
eventual return is highly gratifying. 
Walnut, which was in an earlier day to be found 
in great quantities all over the east and south, is now 
virtually extinct, which accounts for the high price 
which it brings. This condition prevails because peo­ 
ple have treated the Umber as a mine rather tnan as 
a crop. And at present it is a veritable gold mine 
to those fortunate enough to have trees on their land. 
But it is a mine which can be made an Inexliaustible 
one if people will but look ahead. 
Walnuts planted now can be made to yield a big 
return in the course of a generaUon, and no land 
owner can add more appreciably to his estate than by 
planting these trees. Ground which can be utilised 
tor no other purpose can be planted to walnut which, 
while providing grateful shade and enhancing the 
beauty of the landscape, will be growing into dollars 
at a rate which few other crops can equal. 
Nebraska has never been considered a Umber state, 
but it has been demonstrated that almost any kind 
of tree can be grown here, and within the past few 
years more have been planted than ever before. Few 
of these have been walnuts, however, and though all 
have their usefulness, it would seem that some atten­ 
tion should be given to the commercial aspect. Wal­ 
nuts produce real money, and their value in this re­ 
spect is bound to increase as the years go by. In ad­ 
dition to this, the fruit is appreciated by almost 
everyone and the attractiveness of the tree itself is 
fully as great as that of most other varieties. 
There should be a walnut log crop coming on in 
Nebraska every ’year. Nothing more profitable could 
be planted. 


AN ECHO OF THE FAST. 
Press dispatches from Manila. P. I., reveal that na­ 
val authorities there have forbidden sailors to retali­ 
ate for insults, and beatings handed to them Sunday 
by Filipinos, at a baseball game. 
The bluejackets 
"were told not to do anything that might lead to 
riots," the dispatch stated. Manila police character­ 
ised the affair as a brawl. And none know better 
than they. 
The dispatch makes interesting reading to Lincoln 
men who served on the islands with Co. D, of the old 
First Nebraska Volunteer Infantry, in the Spanish 
war, and to other Nebraskans in that regiment. They 
at once hark back to the days they spent in and 
around Manila. In their mind's eye they see similar 
scenes enacted on the streets (rf Manila after they 
took control of the city. The Filipino*, always bested 
in the melees, complained to army headquarters, of 
"mistreatment and abusee." 
Then, as now, an order was issued. As in the pres­ 
ent ease, it directed that the troop* must not resent 
indignities. 
Immediately conditione became worse. 
Natives shoved the soldiers from the walks. They 
spat in their faces, and the soldiers were expected not 
to "retaliate," or "do anything that might lead* to 
trouble." 
There came a time. however, when the soldier and 
sailor struck out on hie own. even though his actions 
meant insubordination. Natives began nursing sore 
Jaws, and the soldiers and sailors sore fists. 
Com­ 
plaints piled up at headquarters, but locating the 
guilty was like hunting a needle in a haystack. The 
authorities were helpless. Nothing could be done. Re­ 
alizing the truth of conditions, some officers did not 
try to find the culprit*. Coming to know this a new 
order prevailed within a fortnight. The trouble ended. 
If the policy inaugurated after the Sunday affray 
is maintained, history is very likely to repeat itself. 
The bluejackets should not be allowed to start a row, 
but when attacked they should be permitted to de­ 
fend themselves. Actual experience has shown any­ 
thing short of this lowers Americans in the estimation 
of the Malay wherever he is found, and increases 
the probability of added indignities. 


WOMEN AND THE DEATH PENALTY. 
A former West Virginia woman, charged with mur­ 
der in the death of a Pennsylvania policeman, ie sen­ 
tenced to die in the electric chair. She was young 
and she was not unprepossessing. Something has hap­ 
pened to reverse the old tradition that a woman 
would not be expected to pay the extreme penalty for 
violent crime In the United States. 
A few weeks ago 
Arizona sent a woman to the gallows for murder. In 
another state another woman was executed. And now 
here Is a third case where the death penalty is ap­ 
plied. Up until the execution of Ruth Snyder in New 
York state, a period of twenty years had elapsed since 
a woman had been put to death. 
One of the amazing phases of increasing crime has 
been the participation of women in lawlessness. There 
have always been women associated with criminals 
but more recently they 
have been supplying the 
"brain" and assuming "leadership". They have shot 
down officers attempting to enforce the law Just in 
tile same fashion as the most cold-blooded male 
criminal. 
Yet the fact remains that most of us entertain a 
deep repugnance against putting women to death 
through the legal processes of the law.

The Origin of Blizzard. 
• Kansas City 8t*r.) 
There is always room for a con­ 
troversy over the origin of the word 
"bustard," as applied to a blinding 
snowstorm. The Brainerd Tribune 
claims that the word w m coined by 
M. C. Russell, founder of that paper, 
back in the ’70s." 
It ie quite possible that Mr. Rus­ 
sell introduced the word in the 
Northwest in IU now accepted 
sense, but "blissard" itself is an 
ancient word, and many years ago 
was applied in England to severe 
storms. So th* authorities say. As 
a provincialism, it had no dictionary 
standing. But it moved aero** the 
ocean and w m used In this country 
In various sense. 
"Blissard" biased suddenly into 
common ut* after the great winter 
storm of 1881. which caused much 
suffering In newer regions of the 
Northwest. There Is ample evidence 
that the word itself is centuries 
older. From the Anglo-Saxon blac­ 
ken, meaning a blow, cam* the dia­ 
lect words “blesser," “buzzer," and 
finally "blizzard." 
The Standard Dictionary quote* a 
New York Tribune article of July 
19. 1891, saying: 
I notice with some surprise that 
since our great recent blizzard, the 
old English word which describes so 
picturesquely our English snow blast 
. . . is spoken of by some of our 
journalists 
m an "Americanism" 
. . . while, so far from IU being 
American in origin. It was not until 
the last thirty years, according to 
Bartlett and other American phil­ 
ologists. that It was ever heard In 
the eastern state*, and in the wes­ 
tern a bustard meant a knock-down 
blow from a snow blast. 
The word was used in this wes­ 
tern sense by David Crockett in his 
"Tour Down East." It had another 
meaning in the eastern state*, 
where is w m used fen* a "general 
discharge of guns, a rattling volley," 
according to the Century Dictionary. 
So it was used In tile Civil War, 
both eoUoquially and in writings 
afterward. The New York Evening 
Post in 1687 said the word had been 
used in that sense among hunters 
on the Atlantic CoMt for "at least 
forty years.” 
It remained tor the Northwest to 
stamp the word with a universal 
MRnificance, based cm the old Eng­ 
lish meaning. It is a fine type of 
onomatapoeia, which is a highbrow 
classification for words formed to 
express their meanings by their 
rounds. It might hav# been coined 
by a hapless wayfarer, struggling in 
the teeth of a blinding snow gale. 
Yet the roots of the word, undoubt­ 
edly. to back to the la ne wage of 
Caedmon and the Venerable Bede. 
Ita lineage la somewhat obscure, but 
is easily traced. 
It remained for the Northwest to 
give "blissard" a new standing and 
a place in d ic tioArite. 
Perhap* 
Mr. Russell, the Brainerd editor, 
rediscovered the old word and gave 
it a start toward its present general 
currency.

This la the substance in 
simple language, of a paper written 
in the technical language of ecience 
and presented by E. O Hurlburt at 
a recent meeting of the American 
Physical society held in Columbia 
university. 
Dr. Hurlburt. who is superintend­ 
ent of the heat and light divtalon 
of the naval research laboratory at 
Washington, has discovered that 
the sodiacal light which was for­ 
merly believed to be an appendage 
of the sun Is really created on and 
attached to the earth and give* th* 
earth a streaming tall of light sim­ 
ilar in appearance to thoro found 
on comets. 
The earth'* tall, says Dr. Hurl­ 
burt, cen be seen in a dark sky 
after sunset or before dawn and 
will appear as a band of light, broad 
at the horison and tapering off to 
nothingness. 
It wm formerly be­ 
lieved that this light wm due to an 
extension 
of 
the 
sun'* 
corona 
spreading out in the piano of the 
aliptic —the plane in which ail th* 
planets rotate around the sun. 
When conditions are right thin 
tail can be seen at midnight. Iii* 
moon will prevent it being seen. 
The bends of light arise from op­ 
posite pointe on the horizon and 
loin at zenith where the light la 
brightest end the band I* narrow­ 
est. This light haa been called 
gegenshein. Its existence hM been 
continuously observed, but there 
has been no satisfactory explana­ 
tion of the cause of It previous to 
the presentation of Dr. Hurlburt* 
paper.
